Adopting a dog or cat 
will now cost $100

It might look like it costs a lot 
more than it used to. 

But those who adopt animals 
at the Taylor County Animal 
Shelter now get a lot more for 
their money when adopting a 
new pet. 

The adoption rate at the shel¬ 
ter is now $100 for dogs and 
cats. The cost includes a vouch¬ 
er for a spay or neuter opera¬ 
tion, a microchip with 30 days 
of insurance, rabies and parvo 
shots and dewormer. The previ¬ 
ous rate was $26, which includ¬ 
ed only a microchip. 

The new adoption fee is the 
result of many meetings to dis¬ 
cuss how the shelter can ensure 
that those who adopt get their 
new pets spayed or neutered. 

Taylor County Fiscal Court’s 
New Projects and Special Ser¬ 


vices Committee, the group that 
oversees the shelter’s operation, 
met on Monday to discuss set¬ 
ting an amount to charge those 
who want to adopt animals. 
Magistrate Matt Pendleton, who 
serves on the Committee, said 
three Taylor County veterinari¬ 
ans attended. 

The shelter houses Taylor 
County’s stray animals and con¬ 
tracts to house stray animals 
from Green, Casey and LaRue 
counties. 

At last Tuesday’s regular Tay¬ 
lor County Fiscal Court meet¬ 
ing, Pendleton said the Commit¬ 
tee agreed to recommend that 
the adoption fee be set at $100 
for both cats and dogs. He said 
there has been lots of discussion 
about the rate in that it shouldn’t 
be so high to deter adoptions, 
but also high enough that the 
county’s and veterinarian costs 
are covered. 

At previous meetings, Commit¬ 
tee members have said area adop¬ 
tion rates vary from $80 to $150. 


Pendleton made a motion to 
set the $100 rate and for the 
county to provide spay or neuter 
vouchers to be redeemed at a 
local veterinarian’s office. He 
said the county can try the sys¬ 
tem for a year to see how it will 
work. 

When a person adopts an ani¬ 
mal, they will pay $100 and get 
a voucher for a spay or neuter 
operation to be performed when 
the animal is old enough. Pend¬ 
leton said the hope is that more 
owners will get their pets spayed 
or neutered. 

Once a month, Pendleton said, 
the veterinarians will send the 
vouchers to Taylor County 
Judge/Executive Eddie Rogers’ 
office for payment. 

Pendleton said the voucher 
will be a perforated two-part 
document. The shelter will keep 
one part and the other will be 
given to the new pet owner. He 
said the documents will need to 
be locked and numbered to

They are hoping that at least 200 people 
will participate. 

And with more than a month left to sign 
up and more than 100 already registered, 
officials say they are confident that they 
will surpass the 200 mark. 

Taylor Regional Hospital is participat¬ 
ing in a study by the American Cancer 
Society to better understand what causes 
cancer. 

The American Cancer Society Cancer 
Prevention Study is a national research 
study with the goal to help better under¬ 
stand the factors that cause cancer. 


Men and women ages 29 and a half to 65 
who have never been diagnosed with can¬ 
cer can participate in the study. A kickoff 
meeting to discuss the study was Thurs¬ 
day at Taylor Regional Hospital. 

Dr. Robert Romines, chair of the TRH 
research committee, said the ACS hopes 
to have about 300,000 people participate 
in the study. He said the results could 
find a link to what causes cancer, which 
could help people adjust their lifestyle in 
an attempt to prevent having the disease. 

“Cancer will take the life of one Ken¬ 
tuckian while we sit here today,” he said. 
“Cancer touches us all.” 

Romines said participating in the study 
is free and only requires that a person 
sacrifice some of their time. 

“That sacrifice may save someone’s life 
down the road,” he said. Romines said 
one in every three women and one in 


every two men will be diagnosed with 
cancer in their lifetime. 

Ellen Schroeder of the ACS said this is 
the society’s fourth study. She said it is 
the largest research study being done in 
the United States. 

Those who want to participate in the 
study must complete a questionnaire and 
make an appointment to register. 

Registration will be at TRH’s meeting 
room on Wednesday, Aug. 15, from 2 to 
7:30 p.m. or Thursday, Aug. 16, from 7 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 

Appointments can be scheduled online 
at www.trhosp.org by clicking “Cancer 
Prevention Study.” 

To enroll in the study, participants will 
be asked to sign a consent form, complete 
a comprehensive survey packet that asks 
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Dr. Robert Romines, chair of the Taylor 
Regional Hospital research committee, 
encourages residents to participate in 
the American Cancer Society’s study.

Grand jury charges six with robbery 


Seventeen accused 
of committing crimes 
in Taylor County

Six people have been charged with 
committing robbery in Taylor Coun¬ 
ty, stemming from separate incidents 
in which two people were allegedly 
robbed by force. 

A Taylor County grand jury indict¬ 
ed the defendants last Tuesday. 

Mykah Wyatt, 20, and Cartina 
Hewitt, no age given, both of 46 
Anna Court in Campbellsville, and 
Cody R. Harvey, 21, of 709 Cumber¬ 
land Way in Campbellsville, were 
charged with second-degree bur¬ 
glary. 

According to court records, the 
three allegedly held a man down on 
April 20 and removed his clothing 
and took his wallet and pocket knife. 

Bond for the three was set at $15,000 
cash. They were ordered to not have 
contact with the alleged victim or 
have any weapons. If convicted, they 
could each be sentenced to as much 
as 10 years in prison. 

Teddy D. Hall Jr., 19, of 402 Sharon 
Drive in Shepherdsville, and Ven- 
cent Devilla Thompson aka Deshaun, 
19, and Alexander Hill, 19, both of 
the Campbellsville University cam¬ 
pus, were charged with first-degree 
robbery. 

According to court records, Thomp¬ 
son and Hall are accused of robbing 
a juvenile on April 19 and taking his 
marijuana. Hall is accused of driving 
Thompson and Hill when they alleg¬ 
edly committed the robbery and 
allowing them to place a gun in the 
trunk of his vehicle. 

Bond for the three was set at $20,000 
cash. They were ordered to not have 
contact with the alleged witness or 
have any weapons. If convicted, they 
could each be sentenced to as much 
as 20 years in prison. 

Also indicted: 

• John Samuel Roution, 26, of 365 

Sharon Drive in Campbellsville, was 
charged in two separate cases with 
first-degree wanton endangerment, 
first-degree fleeing or evading police, 
three counts of first-degree unlawful 
imprisonment, fourth-degree assault 
and first-degree burglary. 

The charges against Roution stem 
from two separate incidents. 

According to court records, he is 
accused of choking and biting a 
woman on May 23 while parked in 
his driveway. Roution then allegedly 
left his home in an attempt to evade 


police. The alleged victim told police 
that Roution had a gun and fired it 
inside the home. 

The burglary charge stems from a 
May 4 incident. According to court 
records, he allegedly entered a home 
on Hunter Trace in Campbellsville 
and stole items such as firearms, 
jewelry and tools valued at $59,965. 

No bond was set in one case, while 
a $50,000 cash bond was set in the 
other. He was ordered to not have 
contact with the alleged victims. If 
convicted in both cases, Roution 
could be sentenced to as much as 45 
years in prison. 

• Lucas Edwards, 50, and Ashley 
Edwards-Benham, 29, both of 325 W. 
Broadway #4 in Campbellsville, 
were charged with second-degree 
burglary and third-degree criminal 
mischief. Edwards-Benham was also 
charged with being a second-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

Bond for both defendants was set at 
10 percent of $5,000. If convicted, 
the two could be sentenced to as 
much as 10 years in prison. The 
charge of being a persistent felony 
offender could increase any sentence 
Edwards-Benham might receive. 

• Derek W. Cowan, 30, of 904 S. 
Central Ave. in Campbellsville was 
charged in two separate cases with 
possession of a firearm by a con¬ 
victed felon, third-degree possession 
of a controlled substance, having a 
prescription controlled substance 
not in its original container, receiv¬ 
ing a stolen firearm and two counts 
of being a second-degree persistent 
felony offender. 

Bond in both cases was set at 10 
percent of $15,000. He was ordered 
to not consume any alcohol or drugs. 
If convicted in both cases, Cowan 
could be sentenced to as much as 10 
years in prison. The charge of being 
a persistent felony offender could 
increase any sentence he might 
receive. 

• Joseph D. Smith, 23, of 103 W. 
Hord St. in Campbellsville, was 
charged with third-degree burglary 
and theft by unlawful taking. 

According to a Taylor County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office report, deputies investi¬ 
gated a report from the Taylor Coun¬ 
ty Road Department that someone 
had broken into the county barn on 
June 2 and stolen a county-owned 
pickup truck. 

The report states that deputies con¬ 
ducted a traffic stop after someone 
called and reported seeing the vehi¬ 
cle. Smith was stopped and arrest¬ 
ed. 

Bond was set at $100,000 cash and 
he was ordered to not have contact 
with the alleged victim. If convicted, 


Smith could be sentenced to as much 
as 10 years in prison. 

• Roderick Johnson, 52, of 210 
Browns Court in Campbellsville, was 
charged with first-degree possession 
of a controlled substance and being a 
second-degree persistent felony 
offender. 

Bond was set at 10 percent of 
$15,000. He was ordered to not con¬ 
sume any alcohol or drugs. If con¬ 
victed, Johnson could be sentenced 
to as much as five years in prison. 
The charge of being a persistent fel¬ 
ony offender could increase any sen¬ 
tence he might receive. 

• Bridget Bowman, 37, of 848 Mal¬ 
ibu Drive #28, in Lexington, was 
charged with less than $500 in fraud¬ 
ulent use of a credit card and theft 
by unlawful taking more than $500. 

Bond was set at $1,500 cash. She 
was ordered to not have contact with 
the alleged victim. If convicted, Bow¬ 
man could be sentenced to as much 
as five years in prison. 

• Glen Marshall Shuck, 47, of South 
6th St. in Bradfordsville, was charged 
with receiving more and less than 
$500 in stolen property and being a 
second-degree persistent felony 
offender. 

Bond was set at $15,000 cash. He 
was ordered to not have contact with 
the alleged victim. If convicted, 
Shuck could be sentenced to as much 
as five years in prison. The charge of 
being a persistent felony offender 
could increase any sentence he might 
receive. 

• Jack N. Rose, 31, of 2105 Boone 
Road in Stanford, was charged with 
receiving more than $500 but less 
than $10,0000 in stolen property and 
second-degree criminal possession 
of a forged check. 

Bond was set at $10,000 unsecured. 
He was ordered to not have contact 
with the alleged victim. If convicted, 
Rose could be sentenced to as much 
as 10 years in prison. 

• Stuart Mills, 40, of 625 Hidden 
Meadows in Campbellsville, was 
charged with theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing more than $10,000. 

Bond was set at 10 percent of 
$10,000. If convicted, Mills could be 
sentenced to as much as 10 years in 
prison. 

• Christopher Richardson, 28, of 

335 Gribbins Road in Campbells¬ 
ville, was charged with theft of lost, 
mislaid or delivered by mistake 
property. 

Bond was set at 10 percent of 
$10,000. If convicted, Richardson 
could be sentenced to as much as 
five years in prison. 

• An indictment is a legal accusa¬ 
tion only. It does not establish guilt.

Teacher of the Year. We will give 
Mrs. Williams the support she needs 
to be successful as the interim head 
teacher and I have every confidence 
that she can do the job needed.” 

Cook said last week that the search to 
find Clifford’s replacement has proven 
difficult. After accepting applications, 
the search for a new TCES principal 
was narrowed to three applicants cho¬ 
sen for interviews. One dropped out of 
the running the day of a scheduled 
interview, Cook said, to accept another 
principal position. 

The two remaining candidates were 
interviewed, but ultimately weren’t 
chosen to fill the position. A few 
options were discussed as to how to 
proceed. One, Cook said, was appoint¬ 
ing an interim principal. 

Another, he said, was to split TCES 
into two elementary schools. Though 
they would be located in the same 
building, the schools would have two 
principals. One would be a pre-kinder¬ 
garten through second grade school. 
The other would house students in 
third, fourth and fifth grades. 

“The reason for that is obviously 
we are not getting as many appli-

cants because they feel the building 
is too old, too large, too many employ¬ 
ees for the money our district pays,” 
Cook stated. “This option would 
strictly be a board decision.” 

Williams, a math teacher at TCMS, 
was on vacation last week out of state 
and could not be reached before press 
time to comment on her appointment. 

Williams has lived in Taylor County 
since she was a sixth-grade student at 
Campbellsville Middle School. She is a 
Campbellsville High School graduate. 

She graduated from Campbellsville 
College with an accounting degree. She 
then began work as a bank auditor. After 
having children, however, she said she 
began thinking about a career change. 

Williams headed back to college for an 
education degree. She eventually received 
two Rank 1 certifications. Williams 
became a board certified teacher in 2002. 

Her first year, she taught math to spe¬ 
cial education students. For the eight 
years following, she taught fifth-graders 
at Taylor County Elementary School. 

When a position opened at TCMS, 
Williams said last year after being 
nominated for the Teacher of the 
Year award, she couldn’t pass it up. 


“Because it felt like this is where 
the Lord meant for me to be. This is 
what I’m supposed to be doing and 
this is where I’m supposed to be,” 
she said. “I like what I’m doing.” 

For the past 10 years, Williams has 
taught math to seventh-graders and 
accelerated sixth-graders. Some have 
special needs. She said she enjoys teach¬ 
ing them because one of her own chil¬ 
dren struggled with math as a child. 

“I have a heart for those kids,” she 
said. “I understand why it’s Greek to 
them. We don’t all learn the same way.” 

Williams says she has enjoyed her 
nearly 20 years of teaching. 

“I think because every day is a new 
day,” she said. “When you work with 
kids, they surprise you every time. It 
sort of re-energizes you.” 

Nominated for the Teacher of the Year 
award by the Taylor County School 
Board, Williams said she didn’t expect 
to go beyond being one of 24 teachers to 
receive achievement awards. 

“I’m very honored, but I feel very 
humbled,” she said. 

Williams is married to Gregg Wil¬ 
liams. They have three children, Nathan, 
Tyler and J.T., and two grandsons.

Plans being made for sports complex

create what the people of the community want. 


said. “You all have pur¬ 
chased property to develop 
what could be, if not 
regional, a statewide phe¬ 
nomenal sports complex.” 

Vaughn said Elizabeth¬ 
town is already in the pro¬ 
cess of building a large 
sports complex, and other 
communities are also fol¬ 
lowing that model. 

“As you look in the news 
statewide, that’s what com¬ 
munities are starting to 
do. They’re starting to rec¬ 
ognize the importance and 
significance of developing 
and implementing sports 
complexes in their com¬ 
munities and the far- 
reaching effect it can 
have,” she said. “When I 
first heard about this proj¬ 
ect, I thought, ‘Wow, this 
has got an unbelievable 
amount of potential.’” 

Darrell Douglas, a land¬ 
scape architect with Sher¬ 
man Carter Barnhart, said 
the firm will design a mas¬ 
ter plan for the project that 
will be used in fundraising 
efforts. 

Although Douglas showed 
three possible layouts on 
displays at the meeting, he 
said his firm will work 
with a blank slate and use 
ideas presented by the 
community. 

There were plenty of 
ideas presented, and for 
more than two hours the 
discussion focused on the 
type and number of fields 
needed, the sizes of those 
fields, concession and rest¬ 
room facilities and more. 

“As somebody who has 
been involved in youth 
baseball, this is like a 
dream come true. It’s an 
awesome opportunity,” 
Lynn Kearney said. 

“Our community has 
awesome baseball and 
softball programs, and are 
second to none to anybody 
around here with what we 
have already. With some¬ 
thing like this, it’s not just 
going to be this communi¬ 
ty, but it can have an 
impact statewide. The 
potential is unlimited, not 
just for developing our own 
youth, but to have an 
impact on the economy. 
With something like this, 
there will be tournaments 
going on all the time.” 

The possible economic 
impact of having such a 
facility was also discussed. 
Many in attendance agreed 
that hosting tournaments 
at a local sports complex 
would bring numerous 
people to Campbellsville, 
and while here, those peo¬ 
ple would do business with 
restaurants, hotels and 
retail stores. 

Local business and indus¬ 
try would further play a 
role in the process and 
Young said he will look to 
the business community 
for support. He said he 
believes the project can 
begin in the near future 
with that support. 

“If I had my wishes, I’d 
love to be able to start this 
fall, but the reality is, and 
we’re planning and doing 
it right, it may take a while, 
so I’d say next spring 
would be an ideal start 
time,” Young said. 

Young said he knows the 
economy could have an 


impact on fundraising 
efforts, but he is confident 
in the ability to make it a 
reality. 

“I think there are still a 
lot of these corporations 
that have money for this, 
and they have a vested 
interest in this community, 
and we may be surprised,” 
he said. “We’re going to do 
our best to try, and we’re 
going to sure hit them up 
and do all we can to get 
them on board.” 

Getting businesses on 
board may not be a small 
task. According to Doug¬ 
las, constructing a field 
could cost as much as 
$350,000, but he said if 
numerous fields are built 
at once, the cost could 
decrease to around 
$250,000 each. 

Young said he would like 
to approach possible spon¬ 
sors and ask them to spon¬ 
sor a quad, which is a term 
Douglas used to describe 
four fields built near each 
other. Young said he knows 
the work will not be cheap, 
but that the city can do a 
lot of the preparation of 
the land. He said that hap¬ 
pened when Miller Park 
was constructed. 

“We can do a lot of this 
work ourselves. We’ve cut 
these roads, we’ve done all 
of the leveling out, and we 
have the expertise and we 
have the people that can 
do a lot of this work,” 
Young said. 

“I can remember build¬ 
ing these parks that are 
currently at Miller Park. 
There was a bunch of vol¬ 
unteers that jumped in and 
did that. They laid the 
block, they leveled the 
field, they mowed, fixed 
and groomed the field. 
Then we put up fences and 
posts. It can be done. 

“Of course this is a much 
bigger scale, and we need 
all the help we can get, but 
this is what I want to do. 
There’s a lot of excitement 
here, and I think it’s all 
about the development of 
this community and the 
improvements for every¬ 
body that lives here. 


“I think we’re in a posi¬ 
tion to really make a dif¬ 
ference for several genera¬ 
tions to come, and I’m 
really excited about this. I 
think it’s going to come 
about. It may not be as 
quick as we want it to, but 
it will be here.” 

Young said some private 
corporations have 
expressed interest in the 
project. If funding is not 
donated, he said, other 
steps will have to be con¬ 
sidered. 

“If funds aren’t available, 
we would just do as much 
as we can now, then see 
what the council wants to 
do as far as developing and 
appropriating funds,” 
Young said. 

“I don’t want to go out on 
a limb too much, but I 
don’t see that happening. 
If no one comes through 
I’ll be surprised. I’ve 
already had some private 
corporations asking ques¬ 
tions and anxious about 
the possibility of naming 
rights for fields. Good 
things are happening and I 
see it continuing.” 

Discussion at the meet¬ 
ing also centered on the 
future location of the Tay¬ 
lor County Fairgrounds. 
Mike Litchfield, president 
of the Taylor County Fair 
Board, said he estimates 
that the board would need 
between 30 and 35 acres at 
the 175-acre site. He said 
since the fair would use 
the location two weeks 
each year, it could look for 
other options for the land 
for the remainder of the 
year. 

Douglas said his firm 
will complete a plan based 
on the input received about 
the needs of the complex 
then return in about two 
weeks to present a draw¬ 
ing featuring those plans. 

Following that phase, he 
said, the plans would be 
presented to the Camp¬ 
bellsville City Council at 
its next meeting on Mon¬ 
day, Aug. 6. The meeting is 
open to the public and will 
begin at 7 p.m. at the City 
Council Meeting Room.

ensure they are used 
properly. 

Magistrate Ed Gorin sec¬ 
onded Pendleton’s motion, 
which was unanimously 
approved. All magistrates 
attended the meeting. 

Taylor County Animal 
Shelter Director John Har¬ 
ris asked how the shelter 
should respond if an owner 
adopts an animal but 
doesn’t get their new pet 
spayed or neutered. 

County Attorney John 
Bertram said the county 
will now adopt animals 
with the understanding 
that they are to have the 
operation. If they aren’t 
spayed or neutered, he 
said, the county could 
attempt to rescind the 
adoption. 

If the animal has the 
operation but the voucher 
isn’t used, he said he 
believes the county 
wouldn’t object to that, 
though it means the owner 
essentially paid for the 
service twice. 

Rogers said there could 
be a problem with the 
county attempting to 
rescind an adoption. 

“If they adopt it, that ani¬ 
mal is their’s,” he said. 

Bertram said he believes 
that someone who pays an 
adoption fee, which means 
paying for a spay or neu¬ 
ter operation up front, will 
likely follow through. If 
they don’t, the shelter 
could call and ask why the 
operation hasn’t been per¬ 
formed. 

Harris said last Thurs¬ 
day that the new adoption 
rate goes into effect today. 
The shelter, located off

• Rogers announced that 
there will be a special meet¬ 
ing on Monday, July 23, at 
10:30 a.m. for magistrates to 
review applications for an 
open position at the Taylor 
County Recycling Center, 
among other items. The 
meeting will be at the Taylor 
County Courthouse and is 
open to the public. 

A representative from a Som¬ 
erset recycling company spoke 
to magistrates about his com¬ 
pany. Rogers invited him to 
come to today’s special meet¬ 
ing to continue the discussion. 

• Magistrates approved a 
contract to begin housing 
stray animals from Russell 
County at the animal shelter. 

• A three-year update to 
Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Office computer software 
was approved at a cost of 
$4,324.95. 

Detective Brian Pickard 
said the office uses the equip¬ 
ment to investigate online 
crimes and complete forensic 
requests for other counties. 
He said counties who have to 
send their information to a 
lab for analysis can take sev¬ 
eral months. Using the sher¬ 
iff’s office’s software, he said, 
an investigation can be com¬ 
pleted in days. In some cases, 
he said, a criminal had served 
his or her complete prison 


term before all of the evi¬ 
dence was analyzed. 

Pickard said the software 
must be updated or it can’t be 
used. He said a one-year 
update would cost $2,372.95. 

“Has this put some bad guys 
behind bars?” Pendleton asked, 
to which Pickard responded 
that it absolutely has. 

Pickard said the sheriff’s 
office plans on offering train¬ 
ing for parents to learn about 
how to monitor their chil¬ 
dren’s Internet use. 

• The community center 
will get another new air con¬ 
ditioning unit. Rogers said a 
unit quit working two week¬ 
ends ago and the county had 
to again provide a rental fee 
refund. The new unit will 
cost $8,963. 

• Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Allen Newton told magis¬ 
trates his office was recently 
awarded a $28,900 grant to 
install repeaters in his depu¬ 
ties’ cars. 

Newton asked magistrates 
for permission to trade some 
of his office’s firearms in and 
purchase new ones. The 
request was approved. 

• Magistrates accepted 
$2,000 in excess fees from 
the sheriff’s office. 

• The Court granted a 
request from Constable Rick 
Reynolds to apply for a grant 
to purchase radio equipment. 

• Magistrates discussed 
purchasing a new flatbed 
truck for the animal shelter, 
though the issue was tabled. 
The New Projects and Special 
Services Committee will meet 
today at 5 p.m. at the Taylor 
County Courthouse to discuss 
the purchase. The meeting is 
open to the public. 

• Monthly requests for 
county road work were 
approved. Magistrates asked 
for work on tiles and gravel 
roads, mowing, repairs to 
several potholes and the 
replacement of signs.

for information on lifestyle, behavior 
and other health factors, have their waist 
measured and give a small blood sam¬ 
ple. 

Participants will receive surveys in the 
mail every two to three years to measure 
their progress. 

Schroeder said those who have had 
skin cancer are eligible to participate. 
The initial survey participants will com¬ 
plete takes about 45 minutes. The 


appointment at TRH will take about 20 
minutes.
